(From our Own Corresiionduiil.l 
Ottawa. April 14th. —The oveiit of tlio 
vvoek is .Sir Oliai-loa Tupper's groat apeooli 
on tlio lisliorios' treaty. It was historical, 
ititiiiustiug and oloijueiit; it botinyed ii 
t-iurough mastery of tho tisliuries ciuostion, 
and whilo the iiiiiiistor of linaiicu may nut; 
hiiVb iiiadu out tlicM ciy tjcst case forCaiiH- 
da ho showed that tlieio is ovoiy rousoli 
for accepting tho treaty as ii just ninl hon- 
orable suttluiiioiit of a loiijj; standing dis- 
pute. Tho ruasun of Sir ChivrlcB' moder- 
ation ijill be evident to niiyono who con- 
sideni for a motneat tho pi osont umidition 
of aOairs. Tho luipunal govoni- 
uioiit, tho IJoiiiinion parliaiuunt, and 
tho legislatiiio of .N,;wfoiindkiiid will 
without iluubt accojit tho treaty, in- 
deed, so far as Canada is concenicd, it is 
not at all impriibabli- tiuit tlie treaty will 
have passed both iidiises bofni'o this letter 
reaches Victoria. Tho one body, then, iu 
which tlte treaty's pi ogress may be stopped 
i.s the Aiiierican beiiate, where as every- 
body knows, there is a majority hostile to 
President Cloveliuid's iidininiatration. Sir 
Ulmrles Tuppor, with a view, therefore, 
of conciliating this body and of assisting 
Secrulary liayard to ^'ot the treaty 
through, was liiinsolf ccmciliatory. lirilisli 
Colunibia, purhii|)s, is nut .sii iniicli inter- 
ested ill the Atlantic lisheries lis those on 
the eastern coast, but having a "fisheries' 
diai>uto" of its own unsettled there is 
doubtless some .sj'iniiathy for tho brothrou 
down by the Atlantic. 

Sir Charles gave the nioveinent in favor 
of unrestricted reciprocity its (yin'c/iis and 
placed coimuorcitil union in such a light 
that in future only one inturpretiitioii can 
lie jilaced on the motives of thu.so who 
advocate it. His hiiigiiago was as fnllows; 
"1 knew, sir, that the air was full of 
stories nf coiiniiercial tiniim, full nf stories 
of unrosti icted iiitorcomsc, and 1 thought 
1 cmild not do a better service to Canaihi, 
uiuler these circuinstances, than to ascor- 
tiiin ut tho very outset what was the posi- 
tion of the United States as to that ipies- 
tion. I do not hesitate to tell you what 
that pfisiti(ju is. Although 1 do not in- 
tend to make reference to a past dubate, 
in which 1 regret very deeply 1 was not 
able to participate, although a large num- 
ber of gentlemen dealt with that question 
on Ijoth sid(!» of the bouse — and I think 
you were rather fortunate in not having 
another speech iiitlicted upon you on that 
occasion by myself — I shall make no refer- 
ence to this; but I am bound to take this 
opportunity of saying that you may go to 
Washington, as I did, you may mingle 
for throe months, as 1 did, with the lead- 
ing men of nil parties ond all classes, you 
may go through the House of Represent- 
atives from beginning to end, and 
canvass every man, and you may go to the 
Senate of the United States and cativass 
every man, and I sny you will not find a 
single man who will talk to you on the 
subject of unre.strictcd i ei iprucity, lus 1 did 
not lind at the timo when public iittentiou 
was being turned to it in this country, 
NV.is it not desirable that we shotild know 
what the views and sentiments of the 
United States were upon the subject? 
Talk to them, sir, of commercial union — 
I tell you that I did not meet a man of any 
party, I did not meet an American states- 
man who would not hold up both hands 
for commerui.'d union with Canada. Why, 
sir? Because he knows that it would 
give Canada to the United States, ho 
knows that you would occupy the degrad- 
ing position of having a neighboring coun- 
try make your tariff and impose the taxes 
upon you. I say, sir, that it is a condi- 
tion of things from which the most craven 
Canadian would recoil. This proposition of 
unrestricted reciprocity, of free tiiido 
with the United States, with liberty 
to make our own ttiriH' with tho rest of 
the world, I say I did not ninet a man- I 
discussed this question fully and freuly 
from day to day with scores of Itjading 
public men in the United States — I did 
not moot a man with an intelligent head 
on his shoulders, that would talk about 
such a thing for a single tnomeiit. Why, 
sir, they treated tho very prtjpoaition with 
scorn. They siiid : " Do you suppose 
that wo intend to make a free trade ar- 
rangement with Ciiiada, to .idopt free 
trade with England, and destroy tho posi- 
tion that we occupy in relation to all tho 
vast industries ot the matittyl I.say, sir, 
that under these circumstances I did a 
.service to Canada. And ytm have got 
tho answer. Yott did not gtt from ]\Ir. 
Bayard the statement: " If you will go 
the whole length of unrestricted recipro- 
city with us, if you will make evorything 
free, then we will talk with you." Noth- 
ins of the kind." 

The answer Sir Cliarles pointed nut was 
that the commissioners had nothing to do 
with tarift' matters, that Congress alone 
was tho body to deal with tho tariff, aiul 
that anj' recomineiKliitioiis coming from 
tho commissioners would inevitably bo re- 
jected. The minister of iinancu proceeded 
to give a lucid ex|>lanation of tho different 
provisions of the treikty and wound up 
with an appeal to tho ojjfiosition not to 
say anything that would furnish argu- 
ments to the nnomicB of the treaty in tho 
States. . 

BONILtA POINT SIONAl STATION. 

From all 1 can learn there is every 
prospect of a lighthouse and signal station 
being erected at Bonilla I'oint at no dis- 
tant day, and "a long-felt want" thus met. 
Mr. Gordon has had several interviews 
with tho minister of public works and yes- 
terday talked tho nmttor over with tho 
premier, and the member for Nanaiino is 
sangnino that when the supplementary 
ustimateH come down they will contain an 
appropriation so th.it the work may bo 
commenced this summer. Let us hope 
that his expectiitioiiB will be verified. 
Although tho lighthouse and station would 
be within MK'V^Gtoedpii's constituency, 
recognizing the benefits t6.-Viotoria that 
the signal station would confer,' -Mr. Prior 
is lending an active support to'the^ carry- 
ing out of the project. 

THE EXl'BUI.MUNTAI- FAKM. 

The nnnounomont that tho branch ox- 
periment«I farm for British Columbia hns 
been located oh tho mainland will doubt- 
less be somewhat of a disappointment to 
tho inhabitants of Vancouver Island, but 
I am inclined to think that ore long tho 
govorninent may bo induced to establish 
a second branch farm for tho province in 
the vicinity of Victm-ia. It has been 
strongly represented to tho minister of 
agriculture that tho climatic conditions of 
the Island and tho Mainland difler so 
much that in order to thoroughly gauge 
tho capacity of tho province by tho differ- 
ent experiments which it is proposed to 
make that two branch farms should bo 
selected, Meanwhile Mr. C'arling has 
reoomniondod tho government to locate a 
branch in the neighborhood of Ac!asiiz 
station on the line of the 0. P. B. Three 



hundred acres of excellent land have been 
secnrud and operations will coniiiionce ua 
.soon !ia tlic weather permits. The 
ftirni authoiities hero are busy with 
the new varieties of who.it which 
have just been received from Rus- 
sia. The prominence given to the 
Mackenzie river district by Dr. Schultz's 
Senate committee, which has been in dully 
aesaion for the past week or two, has in- 
duced the oxperiinontal farm authoritiea 
to aend twenty-five samples of tbo Ladoga 
wiieat to the (Jruat Bear and (lieat Slave 
lakes, which are situated « ithin and near 
the Arctic circle. Samples of polar bailey 
and rye growing iu latitude (17, within the 
A^gtic circle of Russia, and another suiuplo 
ofTlusaian from Potcliora, latitude 60, 
and a sample of Rdssian wheat from Lake 
Onega, latitude 62, will also be sent to 
parties in this region for experimental 
purposes. Prof. Saunders will receive 
leturns from these samples next season, 
and great expectations are held out that 
tliu3' ^*'ill thrive equally as well, if not 
batter, than in Northern Russia, where 
these varieties have been grown for years. 

INSI'KCTION OF STEAMSHIPS. 

An interesting discussion took place in 
the commons on Thursday in reference to 
tho class of vessels navigat Ing tho great 
lakes of Canada. There was a (■(iHcf.ntniH 
of opinion that the government inspection 
of steamers plying on the inland waters of 
the Dominion should he of the niost rigid 
character. Mr. Baker, who from his 
many years experience on the sea is com- 
petent to apeak authoritatively on tlie 
matter, joinetl in the debate and his views 
met with the ajiproval of the House. He 
s,iid: "Tho diacuBsiou on this motion ap- 
pears to be taking a very w^ide range. 
The subject of engineers and engineers' 
cortificates, in mj opinion, has noth- 
ing to do with tho matter under discussion. 
That subject may come up at tho (UMpcr 
time. Wo are talking of Bteamboat in- 
spection, which may in an indirect way 
have some connection with it. To iiiy 
mind, the disasters referred to must be 
attributed to one or two causes. Either 
the vessels were in themselves unsea- 
wortliy or they wore unseaworthy from 
having been either overloaded or im- 
properly stowed. As to the remedy, 
1 think that would lie in tho first 
place with the master of the vessel, 
who ■ is responsible for everything 
connected, not only with tho navigation of 
his vessel, not only with tho discijiliiio of 
his crew, not only with the interest of the 
owner, but with the interests of the ship- 
pers of the cargo, and with the lives of all 
on board. It is his place to see that the 
vessel is properly eiiuipped and manned, 
and that she leaves port in a seaworthy 
condition. In the first place, therefore, 
it is the duty of the master of the vessel 
to see that the vessel is in all respects sea- 
worthy; secondly, at all tho principal 
ports of the Dominion, there are harbor- 
masters and port wardens, and if the 
lion, gentleman will refer to the act of the 
harbor-masters and port-wardens they tvill 
find that the port warden may, wherever lie 
sees fit, initiate proceedings, when occa- 
sion may necessitate his doing so. There- 
fore, I think that with tho master primar- 
ily responsible for everything pertaining 
to his vessel, and. with tho harbor and 
imrfc wardens having general snperviBion 
of everything regarding the seaworthiness 
of the vessel, the ground is fully cov-

LoNnoN, April 20. --Accounts received 
here of tho German Emperor's condition 
are extroinoly distressing. Reports of his 
occasional htpsea into a sleep convoy un 
ideti of tonip<nary relief, but private ad- 
vices from well-informed sources give the 
iissunuico that the Emperor is at no timo 
free from pain, his sleep being com- 
pelled by exhaustion rather than pei'- 
initted by the tomjiorary cessation of his 
siid'ering. in spite of his physical pros- 
tration and excruciating pain which tor- 
tures hiui, tho Emperor insists in per- 
forming his usual duties, involving con- 
versabion and writing, though his voice is 
almost inaudible and his writing tho 
merest scraivl. For the last forty-eight 
hours tho EiupresB baa scarcely for a 
nioinent gone so f.-ir from tho Emperor's 
aide that she could not return within a 
minute. The assertion in the Berlin after- 
noon papers as to tho appearance of ex- 
ternal and internal ulcers are fully con- 
firmed by later authentic dispatches, and 
it is believed that another attack similar 
to that of \\'ednesday, and such an 
attack is inuninent, will terminate tho 
earthly career of Frederick III.

A despatch to the Exchange Telegraph 
conqjany from Berlin says an external ul- 
cer has developed on the Emperor's neck 
and two iikternal abscesses are clearly vis- 
ible. 

Kiiuiiinulnii ICIoIh. 

Tho Roumanian revolt, is extraordin- 
arily well organized. No cases of isolated 
rioting is reported, but on the contrary 
there is signs of trouble everywhere, con- 
firming previous despatches predicting an 
uprising in the Galioian provinces and 
lower Balkan states. There is now no 
[iretence that trouble has not been incited 
liy Russian agents plentifully supplied 
with money, and if the assertion that the 
revolt has been fomentetl in the interests 
<jf the Czar's government needed any af- 
tirnuition, tho strong reinforcements of 
RussiuQ troops on the Austrian frontier 
would tend to supply it. The Austrian 
military forces are hurrying troops for- 
w.ird to conl'iont tho Russian soldiery on 
the (Jalicianbordor,butare somewhat ham- 
pered liy insutficient funds for the trans- 
portation ali'oided by the railway system 
in that region.

It 
is understood the ground of disallowance 
was that the act interfered with procedure 
in criminal cases which is a subject 'lely 
within the purview of the Dominion aut ■- 
orities. 

Hon. Mr. Foster gives notice of a bill 
to amend the act; respecting ships. The 
chief provision deals with unseaworthy 
vessels and makes better provisions for 
the loading of cargoes.

His life was full of thril- 
ling border episodes, hLs body bearing 
marks as evidence of numerous close 
calls. In 1873 he returned to bis native 
city, where ho has since lived a quiet and 
retired life. He had considerable property, 
which he left to the family of his nephew, 
Mr. Charles W. Taylor, Deoeas^ was a 
baohelor. 
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THE DISCOVERY OF BELTISH CO- 
LUMHIA. 

Dr. Bergin a few days ago introduced a 
Iarp;o deputation composed of Senators 
Olomow and Read, and Messrs, Shanly, 

Davin.Hickoy, Mara, Coughlin, Chisholiii, 
Dickinson, Gordon, Ross, and L.ibroaso, 
M.P.'a, to tho First Minister to ask the 
Govornnient to render some aasistauoo to 
Miss Harriet Fraaer, of St. Andrew's, 
Stormont county, Ont., the only surviving 
daughter of the lute Simon Frasor, the 
discoveifer of British Oolumbia, who died 
at St. Andrew's in the year 1862. In tho 
year 1792 the late Simon Eraser entered 
the service of the Northwest Fur Trading 
Co., and was soon after sent to Lake 
Athabasca. He remained in that vicinity 

' fur soiiio years. In tho yoar 1802 ho 1)0- 
c.vmo a partner in tlio company. "In 1805 
Mr. Fiaser took part in the conforonco of 
tlio loading nionibors of tho company who 
met at Fort Williinn to consider the pro- 
ject of extending thoir operations beyond 
tlio Rocky Mountains, and of occupy- 
ing the country westward to the ocean 
ill advance of the American traders, 
who had then peneti»ted as fur 
north aa the Columbia River, and wore 
eaL'orly pushing their way farther up tho 
curtst. Tho members of the company 
hiving decided, to extend thoir outposts 
across tho Rocky Mountains and to es- 
tablish trading connections with tho tribes 
of Indians west of tlio niountain ranges, 
his partners deputed Mr. Fraser to under- 
take tho task of exploring that region, of 
establishing trading posts in that then un- 
known' territoryj and of occupying the 
country as.British.tradera. Mr.- Fraser's 
diai^j shows tWt .lie leit^or^ ^•l^?^"* 
his long and periipus adventure in Aug- 
ust, 1806, passing throut;h the Lake of 
the Woods, Lake Winnipeg, up tho Sas- 
katchewan, past Cumberland House, then 
up English river as far as Isle la Croix, 
up Buffalo lako, then over Portage La 
Cache into tho Athabasca river, and 
take to Fort Athabasca, up the 
!^eace river to the fopt;pf ,t^e ,raouatains 
to » place, which he named ^the Bocky 

^^ Mountain Porbage, where he' left two 
clerks, Mr. Jasi MbDougall and Mri' Arch. 
MoGpli^^y^and '.twelve men in charge. 
He then contin'uied his route with six men 
to Lako McLood, so named by him, where 
ho left throe of his men to form ac(iuaint- 
ancc with tho Indians. In tho year 1800, 
having returned to tliu Portago fur addi- 
tional men, Mr. Frasor penetrated west- 
ward to the Frasor river, which received 
its name from him as its discovcror. lie 
explored the Stewart river, calling it. after 
John Stewart, a clerk who waS'With'him, 
and at' the distance of 120 miles from its 
iiib.uth'he'estkbliBhe^ tracling post, leav- 
ing Stew:art and. t.wQ men in, charge and 
calling the place New ''Caledonia. Con- 
tinuing his exploration westward he es- 
tablialiod anothor post at Frasor's lako. 
Tho de.fpatclios he sent to Fort Athabasca 
gavo increased iiitoi-cal to his undorbik- 
ing and ho was jiros.'ied U> push on to the 
ocean and trace out tho Fraser river, 
which at first he supposed was a branch 
of tlie Columbia. In tho fall of 1807 two 
canoDS, with goods, in charge of Messrs. 
Quesnel and Ferres, wer^ sent to his as- 
Bistanoe. The former gentleman was 
'afterwards member for Montreal. They 
brought letters urging Mr. Fraser to con- 
tinue his cxiiloratioiis and to occupy the 
c(juiitry in advance of tho Aiiiericuiis, as 
Lewis and Clark had in tho previous year 
gone down the Columbia river and were 
extending tho authority of tlie Republic 
through that region, and John Jacob 
Astor was also enlarging his oi)oratioiis 
northward. -In - tiie summer of 1807 
Mr. Fraser 'buUb'| ainloihor trading 
house, on' the" Ftmov 'river, in 
aboub/: ''latitude ' 64 " degrees. In 
May, 1808, he started from Stewart lako 
with four canoes and sixteen men travers- 
ing tho Frasor rivor to tho ocean. Tho 
Indians of tho interior had novor be- 
fore Dcen the "palo faooa," and it required 
great prudenco and skill to .vvoid a con- 
liict, and eventually to win their f-iend- 
ship. Tho North-wost Fur Company hav- 
ing thus added what is now British Col- 
umbia to their sovereignty it remained 
under their control till the fusion of that 
company with the Hudson Bay Company 
in 1821, and 37 years after if' became a 
Crown colony. After the retirement of 
Mr. Fraser from the company, he was 
offered the honor of knighthood in ro- 

oognifcion of his services. His oircum- 

ittaiioea did not, bowever,' w»rnuifc tJfe ac-

If, 
liowever, it is decided to make the higli 
school self-supporting, ho will be re([uirod 
to contribute in projiortion to the nnin- 
her of cliiklren lie may have attoiuling 
it. He HUpiiiin.s the new bill a.s an act of 
justice to constituencies tliat have no 
high schools, ami because the revenues of 
tho cities are ample to enable them to 
assist in furthering the cause of free edu- 
cation with financial aid. 



PRESS COMMENTS. 

[Vaucouvor N'ews- Advertiser.) 
The School Act Amendment bill has ex- 
cited much opposition. A little eiuiuiry, 
liowever, elicits the fact that nearly all 
the objections to the ntoasure have pro- 
ceeded from those who would, by its pro- 
visions, bo liable to an increased taxation 
;'or tho supjiort of the schools in their own 
immediate neighborhood. Tho opjiositiou 
ia, therefore, to a very great extent that 
of interested parties and consc(juently not 
entitled to the consideration which should 
Ijo accorded to it were it the opinion of 
thoroughly disinterested and impartial 
judges. Probably there are many per- 
sons in both this city and Westminster 
who will bitterly oppose any act which, al- 
thoijgh it may bo fair in ita principles, 
promote a better school system and teiitl 
Lii tho dili'uaiun of educaLiou amongst the 
iieo[jle, yet will iiece.s.sit;ite a small addi- 
tion to the burdens ui those wlio dwell in 

ur cities and who rea]) the greater share 

f tho advantages of the public schools. 
The greatest objection ajipears to lie 
felt towards section 10 [iroviding that the 
municipalities of Vancouver, Westminster, 
ind Nanaiiuo .should contribute .S(]mothing 
towards the cost of their schools. These 
places with the exception of Vaucouvor 
(and she will have one as soon as tho 
necessary details can be arranged), all 
have high schools in addition to those for 

Icmentary education. They are tho 
places whereat the chief aggregations of 
the wealth of tho province are to be 
found. They should be also tho centres 
of the intelligence and the public spirit of 
British Columbia. In the matter of edu- 
cation, however, thoy do not seem to 
represent those two qualities oxcopt it be 
in the case of Victoria. The proposition 
of, t^^Goyernment appears to be so fair 
that it is difficult to see liow it can 
pos.iibly be rejected. As it is at present, 
die dwolleiB ■ in the rural districts, 
where the population is both so 
.scanty and scattered that it is impossible 
to gather together scholars suliiciently 

lunierous to entitle them to the advant- 
iges of a high school, contribute towards 
the school funds just as much jirr atpil't 

s the people in the' principal cities in the 
province. But the latter enjoy all the 
privileges and advantages of our sciiool 
system and practically at the expense of 
their poorer country aeiglibors. As the 
cities grow, the burden imposed on the 
whole province for educational purposes 
becomes heavier, and we have necessarily 
from the present system the singular re- 
sult that, as a city liecDijies wcaltliier ami 
more jiopulous, requiring more schools 
and a large and elaborate high school or- 
ganiy.aticjii, its demands on the public 
treasury, that is i>n the fund contributed 
by and which belongs to the whole of the 
people, beoonies still lieavier and burden- 
some. 

The goveriiincnt now proposes to slight- 
ly modify this, and as the provincial sec- 
rotary said the other day it wanta to get 
in the thin end of the wedge which will 
be gradually driven homo. If a munioi- 
pality.desires. to have a high school in its 
midst'itbe govornmont will provide tho 
moans 'o^condition that the municipality 
contHbUrol,4« small slh-ire of the expense. 
The latter has jiower given to it at the 
same time to rc(|uiii) payment from tlie 
pupils who take advantage of the high 
school, should it desire to recoup itself 
for the outlay it has incurred. As regards 
tho principle of requiring the cities t(j con- 
tribute something towards the expense of 
these high sohobls it seems both right and 
reasonable.!

Tho Lord Bishop of, Ooluinbia, having 
been voted into the chair, opened the 
conference with prayer. 
The following r£is61ti|(ioha were pasaod : 

1. Thifc this conference is delioerativo 
only, and any resolutions adopted will 
have force only on approval by tho several 
diocesan ayuods. 

2. That tlu3 conferonco is of opinion 
that it is udvisablo that a provincial synod 
be formed, including at least tlie tlireo 
dioce^BB in tho province of British Co- 
lumbia. 

3. That the said province be called tlie 
Province of Columbia. 

4. Tliat, following tho ancient practice 
of tho Holy Catholic Cliurcli, in order to 
preserve tho unity nf tlio province from 
generation to generation, viniblo and un- 
broken, and to tjiiard at^'aiust rivalry, wo 
recommend that tlic .Sec of Uohinibia aliall 
bo for ever tho Metropolitan .See.

BISHOP HILLS' RESIGNATION. 

Tribute of tbe Synod of Westminster to His 
Lordship's DIstlugnished Services. 

Tho following document speaks for 
itself : — 

The .Synod of the Diocese of Now ^^'est- 
niinster desires to record au e.vpi'cssion of 
Hymi)athy with the L'ird Bialmp of Cohun- 
bia on tho occasinu of the co..teuipl,atecl 
resignation of his .Sco as communicated to 
them by the Bisliop of New Westminster. 

To almost tn ery mendier of the Synod 
of tho Diocese of New Westminster, tlie 
work of the Bishop uf Columbia can only 
bo a matter of history, but they know 
enough of that hLstory, to be ablt? ni some 
degree to apjireciate the patience, the for- 
getfulnesa of self, the single-ndndeiiess, 
tho suctitice of ease, the persevering 
courage under groat ditliculties, aiul amid 
many discouragements, and above all tho 
|)ersonal piety and single aim for the 
glory of Ood, for the building up of His 
Church, for tbe ingathering of souls from 
lieathen darkness, and the edifying of the 
moinbers of Christ, which h.ive marked 
tho whole i)eriod of his Ej)iscripate, and 
they fool how great cause for thankfulness 
tho Province (cjuco tho Diocese) of British 
Ooluinbia has in looking back over tho 
years of that Episcopate.

Some rather .■umising facts weiejbnnight 
to light at the ollice of Mr. Jessop, immi- 
gr.'ition aLont, yesterday morning. M;df 
11 dozen Norwegian inuiiigrauta arrived on 
'riniraday night on tho Louise, liaving 
come over the CP. R. Thoy explained 
to the smiling agent that they desired the 
use of the immigration sheds and the 
supply of Butficieut food until tho sailing 
of llie San Francisco steamer on Saturd.-iy. 
Mr. Jessop |)leaaantly informed them that 
hia was lud, the -\merican agent's ollice, 
unil that if thuy desired assistance to eu- 
al}le tlieiu to add to the |)opulation of the 
I'lntcd States they had belter apply to 
some of its representatives. This greatly 
inconsed the Norwegians. Why, thoy 
■said, shoiild tho agent presume 
to refuse the accommodation that 
had HO generously biioii acc(M'dod 
them at M;difax, Montreal and Winnipeg. 
At these places tho agents had treated 
them with due courtesy, had supplied 
tlieiu witli a place wherein to lay their 
weary limbs, and provided food to sustain 
them on their pilgrimage to the west. 
Notwithstanding these forcible arguments, 
the agent refused the demand jiud tho 
Norwegians went away indignant, and 
have pndj.-ibly paid their keei) until the 
ste.LOKr sails, liaving been refused food 
.iinl shelter, no doubt tho travelers from 
Norway considered thoy had bettor not 
demand the bonus accorded immigrants 
to this province.

Several 
of the Chinese struck work, and h.ul a 
great deal to say on tho matter, * and on 
the advice of tho (iovernor's secretary the 
guard telephoned the facts to the gaul, 
and another guard with an express wagon 
and handcuil's soon answered. Tho Chi- 
nese who had struck work wore provided 
with steel bracelets and tho one who still 
pretended to be seriously hurt was dumped 
into the wagon, and all woro taken to the 
gaol, where they aro no doubt regretting 
on sliort diet their bad behaviour. The 
prisonev who created the disturbance will 
no doubt receive duo punishment.

SC'IIOOL ACT AMBNOMENT BILL. 

Mouse went into committee on the 
School Act Amendment bill, Mr. Mason 

iu tlu^ chair: 

A discussion ensued over clause throe, 
which |)rovides for the appointment of 
univursiiy graduates as toacners. 

Hon. Mr. Rubson said it was a prejn- 
dico against university men in desiring 
tl.om to midergn an exaiain.ition here. 
He contended iL was iu the true interoat of 
education to invite bore gentlemen of 
such high scholastic attainments, and wo 
woidd be studying tho true interests of ed- 
ucation by oijoning tho door to 
such moil and bringing them here 
as an example to our own homo-grown 
teachers. It was by such means we would 
make our system of education second to 
none, and it was all the more necessary as 
we h.ad no universities of our own to 
draw fidin. 

Air. Semlin was opjiosed to tho clauso, 
and moved in amendment that "such de- 
gree shall only eutille the holder to act in 
tho high schools of tho province.'' 

Mr. Boaven also spoke in opposition to 
the clause, but did not consider the 
ameudmunl an improvement. 

i\li'. Scniliu withdrew his amendment. 

The i|uestion was then put and the 
clause carried. 

'I'hn roujaining clauses down to clauso 
10 passed without discussion. 

On clause 10, lion. Mr. Robson moved 
to ameml the section as fijllows : 

Uuo third of tho salaries of the teachers 
employed in the pulilic schools in the 
cities of Victoria, Westminster, Van- 
couver and Nanairno, slnill be borne and 
[i.aiil liy the niuniciiial c(U'porations of the 
said cities respcH'.tively. 

Hon. iMr. Kobson explained that tho 
object of this ;nid some ocn»jr proposed 
amuiidinents was to reduce tho tax on 
these municipalities to exactly one-third 
the amount of tho teacher's salaries. It 
was also proposed to empower these cities 
to iin]ioso a fee on the puiiils of the high 
Hclujol, said foe to go t(jwards tho amount 
to bo [laid by the cities towards the cost 
of education. 

Mr. Lieaven said tho clause was a blow 
at our scho(d system, and it would bo a 
great niiatako to allow tho entering of the 
wedge to break up the system. He 
moved the whole clause be struck out. 

Hon. Mr. Davio said although there 
was some dissatisfaction felt over this bill 
at the present time, it was becjiuse tho 
bill was not properly understood. In- 
stead of being a blow at the schools it Was 
a powerftil tirgmuent in their support. 
Justice must bo done to outside loca- 
lities. While the revenue from the city 
was largo, it ne.irl}' all wont to the city 
treasury and was spent for civic purposes. 
In cuinpaiison witli the amount received 
by the goveiiiuicnl from the city ho enu- 
merated tho various smns expended by 
the government in Victoria. The exact 
amount to be asked from tho city was 
only $5,780, not a very largo sum 
to raise such a great noise about, 
lie would lavor the passage of a 
cliui."ie jilaciu'; a fee on high school pupils, 
jirovided, liowevor, those who could not 
pay the Iva: slioidd be entitled to have 
their children admitted free of all clmi'go. 
As matters stood now, tho outlying dis- 
tricts were over-taxed for their share of 
education, and there was a growing fool- 
ing of dissatisfaction amongst the residents 
of those districts at the way they were at 
[ircsont taxed to support the schools. 

Hon. Mr. Duuaniuir said it was the 
duty of tlie goN ermucnt to see that tho 
children in the outlying districts wore 
projierly educated. There might be some 
dissatiafaction expressed now; but peojile 
would in time come to acknowledge the 
beiiuiit of tho present bill. The proposed 
tax was only u mite, and as regards tho 
high schools, he was not afraid to say 
boldly that those who wanted classical 
educations for their children should be 
made to pay f<ir them. He hoped tho 
clause would ])ass, as he felt certain it 
would tenil to the ultimate beiielit of the 
achiiid .system. (Hoar, hear.) 

Mr. Bole doubted the systom of having 
free high schools at all. The province was 
providing for the sons of wealthy parents 
what would bo called in tho Old Country a 
collegi.-ito education. I'ut, although ho 
i^as uoi in accoril with the education sys- 
tem, he felt it was one of .stich paramount 
importance that the whole expense should 
bo btu'iio by the province, and it would 
not bo good policy to make the municipali- 
ties bear part of the cost 

lion. Mr. Robson said the cost of edu- 
cation had kept on increasing until it now 
reached the enormous .sum of §135,710 
yearly, and it would bo most unjust wore 
we to coiitiime asking the outside districts 
to continue to inaiiifcdn tliis vast system of 
education in the four cities, where nearly 
all this outlay was incurred. It was to 
alter this state of things that the present 
bill was p.issed, and to put a fraction of 
tho burden upon tho most wealthy coiu- 
mmiitioB. He felt when the principle of 
the bill was fairly imderstood it would bo 
endorsed and approved, aa it was already 
by the leading news])apera in Victoria and 
Vancouver. I'nder this measure, Vic- 
tcM'ia will be required to pay $5,- 
780, and the proposed fees from 
the high school will more than cover half 
of this, BO that' tho balance to a weolthy 
city like Victoria is hardly worth talking 
about. Looking at tho great cost of edu- 
cation now, there was no other course 
o)ien, and ho maintained it was in tho in- 
terest of tho odneational system that tho 
muiiicipalitie.s' should bear a part of tho 
burden (hear, hear).

There 
should be more rural schools, because tho 
childron of tho remote districts reaped no 
benefit whatever from the high schools. 

Mr. Grant spoke at length against the 
bill, >\nd said if tho cities polled to-mor- 
row they would go ten to one against 
altering tho present school system. 

Mr. Beavon's motion that tho whole 
clause be struck out was lost, eleven to 
eight. 

Mr. Duck moved an ainendmont that 
the committee rise and refer the bill back 
to the government for ainendmont so as 
to enable the municipalities to bear the 
expense in connection with the high 
schools only. 

This amendment was lost. 

.Section ten, ousting the burden of pay- 
ing one-third of the teachers' salaries on 
cities, was passed, on a division of eleven 
to eight. 

A new section, permitting city school 
boards to impose a tuition fee on high 
school scholars so us to defray the whole 
or part of the cost of sustaining such high 
schools, was passed. 

Another section, creating tho mayor of 
each city for the time being chairman of 
the school board, was also passed. 

The committee rose and reported the 
bill complete with amendments.
